cern in the East. He said: 


"I drove 
through your 
town 


earlier tonight. I'm not mad about 
what I am going to report to you 
—I just want to introduce myself 
as a trained 
technical observer 


traveling to the coast, and to tell 
you as the Hope editor that your 
town has the worst street paving 
on the trunk highway anywhere 
between Texas and New York." 


Well, 
we had a lengthy and 


friendly conversation. I explained 
to him that Hope recognized the 
evil, and that actually Third street 
(town route of U.S. 67) is right now 
m 
a state 
of unfinished con- 


struction. 
The 
street has been 


widened and new curbing installed 
—but the new surfacing has not 
been laid. Also, Second street has 
been smashed by traffic detoured 
over it by the state during con- 
struction. 


He found my story interesting, 


but unimpressive, f suppose we 
have been fooling around with this 
business a long time. That street 
is a tough prospect for everybody 
—whether you live in Hope or just 
happen through here as a iourisc. 


And out in the former South- 


western Proving Ground industrial 
area, just acquired by the local 
public from the federal govern- 
ment, we have an equally severe 
problem of road maintenance. 


These are problems we oughtvto 


do something about. My informa- 
tion is that the surfacing of Third 
street is a matter for the State 
Highway Department. And further 
information 
tells 
me 
that 
the 


state's trucks and official detour- 
ing of State No. 4 highway traffic 
through the SPG helped tear up 
the paved 
road out there that 


now needs patching. 
', I think we ought to go right 
to bat on both these problems. 


I think the chamber of commerce 


and other organizations here ou<*ht 
to form a delegation and send it 
out to District Three highway office 
with a petition for prompt action. 


Your Cancer Contribution 
Will Be Wise Investment

A lot of people find certain kinds 


of publicity and advertising annoy- 
ing. They may not like the numer- 
ous invitations from radio announc- 
ers to write a 25-word letter begin- 
ning "I like so-and-so because. . ." 
They may tire of movie stars en- 
dorsing this, that and the 
other. 


They may and do find fault with 
other attention-getters. 


t But the fact remains that publi- 
city and advertising are potent and 
far-reaching 
educational 
forces. 


The education may only be the rudi- 
mentary 
matter 
of acquainting 


people with the fact that there is 
a product of a certain name and 
price that can be bought at a cer- 
tain place. But at least the educa- 
tional facilities are there, and their 
use is not limited to commerce. 


Two examples of this wider use 


wore the recent fund-raising drive 
of the American Heart Association 
and the similar campaign of the 
American Cancer Society. 
Many 


thought that the "Walking Man" 
radio contest was pretty silly. But 
there was nothing silly about the 
million and a half dollars that the 
contest's sponsor turned over to the 
heart association. 


The cancer group has no "Walk- 


ing Msn." But this year it seems 
to be using broader and more var- 
ied publicity tactics than ever be- 
fore. This is all to the good. For not 
only will the campaign reach more 
people and raise more money, but 
it will also bring more 
informa- 


tion to more people. And money 
and education are the most hopeful 
weapons in the fight against can- 
cer, as they arc against heart di- 
sease. 


The story and statistics on can- 


cer are not pleasant reading. But 
ignorance of the disease and 
its 


symptoms 
are more 
frightening 


and dangerous than all the disturb- 
ing literature on the subject. Early 
diagnosis and treatment are usu- 
ally impossible unless the patient 
is well enough informed to know a 
danger signal when he 
sees 
or 


feels it. And early diagnosis and 
treatment are all that can be done 
until a preventive or positive cure 
for cancer is found. 


It will be a miracle if millions 


more dollars are not needed and us- 
ed for research before a preventive 
or cure is discovered. Perhaps the 
key to victory over cancer lies in 
the largely unexplored field 
of 


atomic energy. The more money 
there is for exploration, the shorter 
the. search is likely to be. 


Meanwhile money is needed for 


the treatment and comfort of those 
who .now suffer from this disease 
and those \vho will contract it while 
the search goes on. Them, are an 
estimated 930,000 persons in 
this 


country who have cancer, yet there 
are only 1S34 special cancer beds 
available to them in all our hos- 
pitals. 
, 


The goal of this year's American 


Cancer Society drive is $12,000,000. 
The immediate goal of accomplish- 
ment is to cut down the steadily ris- 
ing death rate from 
the disease 


which today kills one American ev-

West Virginia and Kentucky com- 


munities were lashed by tornadoes 
last night. Twisters hit in Missouri, 
Oklahoma and Kansas 
Saturday. 


High winds and heavy rains 
oc- 


curred in Indiana and Illinois 
The death toll by states: 
West Virginia — six; Kentucky- 


four; Oklahoma— five; Missouri— 
three; 
Kansas—two Illinois—one.

In West Virginia, tornadic winds 


ripped through six rural commu- 
nities near Clarksburg in the north- 
ern part of the state. State police 
reported more than 
65 
persons 
were injured.

Dell were the communities hardest 
hit. Highways were blocked and

Reds Display 
B-29 Type 
of Plane

Washington, May 3 (/P).—The big, 


four-engined planes that 
Russia 


put on 
display over 
the week- 


end may provide a new insight into 
her airborne army equipment. 


Military experts' here await the 


arrival of more detailed reports 
from United States diplomatic ob- 
servers at the May Day parade be- 
fore analyzing what the Red 
Air 
Force rut out for show. 


It is likely that at least some of 


the big planes were the Soviet TU- 
70, an aircraft bearing close 
re- 


semblance to the American B-29. 
„ The assumption has been that 
the Russ-ans copied many of 
the 


features 
jf five B-29s known 
to 


have been forced down in Soviet 
controled areas during the war 


Photographs of the TU-70 indi- 


cate it may be a hybrid transport- 
fuselage apo'..is to be a conven- 


oe a hybridtransport- 
ilthough 
its elongated 


fuselage appers o b convn-ETshro 
fuslage appears 
to be a conven- 


tional transport design, the plane 
carries the plexiglass nose used by 
bombardiers for sighting. 


The installation of bomb bay 


doors (if they are not indeed built 
into the transport' version) and of 
bomb bays,would be an easy mat- 
ter of conversion. Requiring more 
time would be the addition of de- 
fensive guns to the transport: 


The TU-70 is reported to have a 


passenger capacity of 75. It is to 
be presumed, however, that that 
could be increased substantially if 
thhe plane were used strictly as a 
troop carrier.

with that of wartime 
B-29s 
the 


TU-70 could carry troops an land 
as far as 3,000 miles distance from 
its. home base. The range would 
be about half of that distance if 
the plane were to drop paratroopers 
and return to base.

Union leaders representing less than one-tenth of railroad employes 
reject recommendations of President's Emergency board—refuse to 
negotiate except on their own terms—threaten to paralyze nation by strike!

THE LEADERS of three railroad unions, rep- 
resenting less than one-ti;ntli of all railroad 
employees, have called a railroad strike that 
would paralyze the nation. 


These leaders refuse to accept a 15Va cents 


an hour wage increase retroaclive to Novem- 
ber 1, 1947. This increase was recommended 
by an impartial Emergency Board appointed 
by President Truman. 


This increase of 15V:> cents already lias been 


accepted by the 19 other railroad unions. But 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen and 
Enginemtn, and the Switchmen's Union of 
North America won't accept what more than 
90% of all railroad employes have accepted. 
They have called a strike to get more! 


Unions refuse rules discussion 


Certain rules changes demanded by these 
union leaders—which would increase wages 
still further — were recommended by the 
Board. But the union leaders want more— 
they demand that the railroads put into effect 
ALL the changes they asked for, including 
Ihose ihe Board felt should be denied. 


On top of this, they insist that certain rules 


changes proposed by the railroads be with- 
drawn—in spite of the fact that the Board 
recommended 
them! These union 
leaders 


have refused to negotiate except upon these 
arbitrary terms. 


Greater wage increase not justified 


Engineers and firemen are among the high- 
est paid of all employes in America, as figures 
in the box show. This strike threat doesn't 
justify giving a greater increase than other 
railroad workers received. 
^Emergency Boards are a means provided 
by the Railway Labor Act in the public inter- 
est to avoid strikes. The President's Board, 
after hearing evidence for 33 days, made 
recommendations based on all the facts in 


recommendations. 


Who's to blame? 


Although they deplored so. large an extra cost 
burden, the railroads accepted the report of 
the Board because they fell it was in the pub- 
lic interest to uphold the spirit and intent of 
the Railway Labor Act. 


In contrast, this small group of railroad 


union leaders are attempting to flout the 
intent and spirit of the Railway Labor Act, 
and dictate their own terms. 


You will be the victim!. 
How long will the American public stand 


for the undemocratic, arbitrary, and abusive 
use of the right to strike and the disregard 
of the obligation to provide transportation? 
How long can the American people permit 
a few dictatorial union leaders to defy the 
processes provided for peaceful settlement 
of disputes? 


Force seldom produces settlements that are 


either fair or lasting. Moreover, a point is 
often reached when personal interests must 
be held subordinate to the greater public 
welfare. That is why the railroads have ac- 
cepted (lie Emergency Board recommenda- 
tions. That is also why the leaders of these 
three unions .should reconsider their decision 
to call a paralyzing strike.

The 21 nations have the satisfac- 
tion of-knowing that they have con- 
tributed greatly to hemispheric po- 
litical solidarity. And a vital part 
of this contribution is the expressed 
determinaiton to prevent infringe- 
ment of aggressive communism on 
the western world.

Trichinosis is a disease caused by 


a tiny animal parasite which 
is 
called trichinella spiralis. This di- 
sease is much 
more 
important 
than has been generally 
realized. 


Surveys in various localities through 
out the U.S. indicate that 
from 


about one person in three to one 
in five has been infected. 


Human beings catch trichinosis 


m most cases from eating pork 
which has not been cooked well 
ertough to destroy the parasites. 
During, 1944 nearly 
100,000,000 


hogs 
were 
slaughtered 
in this 
country of which number approxi- 
mately 1.5 per cent are bcl-eved to 
have been infected with trichinae. 
It is calculated that the average 
person has 200 servings 
of pork 


each year and out of that number 
three contain trichinae! 


Disease Symptoms 
When live trichinae arc swallow- 
ed they pass through the wall of 
the intestines and are carried to 
the muscles throughout the body 
During the first week following the 
swallowing of infected meat, 
the 


worms develop in the intestines 
There they may produce 
nausea 
and vomiting and watery diarr- 
hea. Sometimes abdominal pain Is 
present. 


About the ninth or tenth day the 
trichinae begin to invade the mus- 
cles. Here if tKere are enough of 
them, they produce muscular ten- 
derness, especially in the arms and 
legs. Sometimes a reddish rash on 
the skin develops during this stage: 
There is often fever. Puffiness 
and swelling 
of the face, espe- 
cially around the eyes, is common. 
In severe cases the patient 
be- 


comes anemic and loses weight.

against trichinae is to cook all pork 
products thoroughly!
